Automobile joy riding assumes a 
menacing agpect in the face of figures 
showing that during the last year it 


has killed 21 persons in St. Louis, The 
records in the Coroner’s office show that 
in these fatalities, six persons were 0c- 
cupants of the machines, the other be- 
ing run down by them. , In nine of the 
the others, chauffeurs—three of them 
negroes. 

In two cases, the identity of the ma- 
chine or of the driver was not learned. 

Last Thursday nine persons were hurt 
in automobile accidents in St. Louis; 
and -the death, at St: Anthony’s Hospi- 
tal that day of George S. Meenach of 
2341-Park avenue, from injuries received 
when O. T. Crawford’s automobile ran 
him down 24 hours before on Jefferson 
avenue, near his home, served anew to 
rivet public attention on the danger at- 
tending the careless use of these ma- 
chines. 

The officers of the St. Louis Automo- 
bile Club, as well.as many hundreds 
of automobile owners not members of 
that organization, have been the most 
severe in condemning the reckless oper- 
ation of motor cars. Thé atitomobile 
club, in fact, has urged stringent regu- 
lations governing street traffic and au- 
tomobile driving. 

Chief of Police Young regards the joy- 
rider as an evil. that must be promptly 
controlled. He says: 

‘The remedy, I believe, is not ww be 
found in more stringent laws nor_in 
severer penalties. In my opinion the 

hauffeur should be licensed, and should 


a board such as the locomotive or sta- 
tionary engineer must face. 
shovld Pass Examination. 
“He should be required to prove that 
his hearing and his eyesight are good, 


the use of alcohol, are good, and that 
he is physically and mentally equipped 
for running a car. 

“As it is, hé need only make affidavit 
that he can run a machine.

A protest against the uze of the Red 
Cross emblem by the Hospital Saturday 
and Sunday Association has been made 
by Ernest P. Bicknell, a national di- 
rector of the American Red Cross So- 
clety. The following télegram was re- 
ceived by the association Friday: 

‘American Red Cross Society earnest- 
ly requests that you do not make use of 
the name and emblem of the Red Cross 
in your money raising campaign as de- 
scribed in your newspapers of the 17th. 
See copy of the Federal statute prohib- 
iting such use, mailed this morning to 
William J. Kingella.’’ 

David R. Francis, president of the 
Hospital Association, sent the following 
reply to Bickness: 

‘Your message received. Hospital /Sat- 
urday and Sunday Association, organ- 
iged 18 years ago, has been using em- 
blem for many years, if not from be- 
ginning. In this confmunity, to which 
our collections are confined, our aéso- 
ciation is well known. We resent insin- 
uation that we are using the name or 
emblem of any other organization to at- 
tract collections. 

“Our starding justifies appeals on our 
own merit. Myself and many of our di- 
rectors have subscribed liberally to the 
Red Cross endowment and entertain the 
kindliest feelings toward that organiza- 
tion.

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SPANISH WAR PENSIONS. 
From the New York Evening Post. 

The recent report of the Commissioner 
of Pensions brings out the startling fact 
that within 13 years of the close of the 
war with Spain, and 11 after the subsi- 
dence of the Philippine #surrection, 
there are no less than 28,383 invalid -sol- 
diers of these wars on.the pension 1 ‘olls, 
in addition to 3032 dependent mothers, 
522 fathers, 9 brothers and sisters, i217 
widows and 327 children. In all, there 
are 28,490 pensioners as a result of these 
wars—actually a larger number than 
there were soldiers in the regular army 
at the outbreak of the war with Spain, 
and probably 10,000 more than there 
were troops hefore Santiago. In addi- 
tion, there were 8386 Spanish War claims 
pending on June 30, 1911. Already we 
have paid out $34,142,976.37 in pensions 
for services against the Spanish and 
Fihpinos, as against a total of $45,853,- 
024.19 paid for pensions to the warriors 
of 1812, and $45,279,686.83 expended in the 
support of veterans of the Mexican War 
during a period of #5 years. Now, when 
it is considered that active hostilities 
against Spain did not last over three 
months, with only one large battle—it 
would not have been called that in the 
Civil War—the sum already expended 
seems little else than stupendous for the 
services rendéred.
